“W ashing windows and sweeping 
are not too difficult for the girl of 
twelv e y ears, prov ided she does m» t 
undertake too much for one day . For 
instance, the windows in her 
room, if properly washed and rub b ed 
to shine, is work enough for one ses 
slon, or she may sweep the rugs or 
carpets in her sleeping apartments, 
b ut that should b e the extent of one 
day ’s duUes. To v ary the home work 
and giv e interest. parenU might plan 
a regular sy stem, such as trials at 
cooking one day . dusting another, 
sweeping on a third, washing win­ 
dows, and ev en ironing handkerchiefs 
and plain pieces that do not take t ^ 
much strength in the finishing.
